pe SRST, of course, there is “The Luck 

of the Irish ” itself. This film must 
not be judged too harshly, because it is an 
initial effort, and as such it deserves en- 
couragement.

For 
his next film, I hope that Mr. Victor 
Haddick will provide a better frame- 
work. 

The faults in this film are obvious 
enough; one must not forget the virtues. 
On the negative side, there is an absence 
of the ‘‘ sure and begorra’’ technique 
which has been so infuriating in most 
films with an Irish subject, and, on the 
positive side, the acting is quite fair. 
Richard Hayward, J. R. Mageean, 
Charles Fagan, R. H. MacCandless, Nan 
Cullen, and several other Ulster Players 
get a surprising amount of fun out of the 
rather thin situations provided for them, 
and the dialogue is “real Ulster.”

Theatre Royal), except that it seems to be 
almost perfect. There is no subtle dis- 
play. of various emotions—a thing, for in- 
stance, in which Elisabeth Bergner excels— 
and very little light and shade in the 
character. But no other actress, I think, 
could have achieved so strong an effect, 
and Miss Garbo remains head and 
shoulders above the other stars as the one 
great tragedienne of the cinema. 

It is noticeable, too, that her quality 
becomes more obvious as the theme 
becomes less complicated. ‘‘ Anna 
Karenina’’ is a film which gives her 
character its fullest scope, because the 
story lends itself to a broad and simple 
treatment. In its essentials it is the 
tragedy of a woman who leaves her 
husband and child, and finds in the end 
that she has lost not only the husband 
and child, but the lover as well. The 
story, indeed, is not elaborated very much 
further. There is an ironic background— 
the hypocrisy of society’s moral judgments 
—but the personal tragedy moves forward 


“ plainly and without adornment, and loses 


none of its power because the conclusion 
can be seen almost from the beginning. It 
is in this kind of material that Greta 
Garbo is unequalled.

“The Waltz War - 


HOPE that nobody will share my un- 

happy experience of “The Waltz 
War,” which (at last) is being shown at 
the Grand Central. It must be four 
months or more since I saw the trade 
show of this excellent German film, and 
it now has been revealed to me what 
novelists mean when they talk about “a 
haunting tune.” 

One tune—it is a waltz by Lanner— 
runs through the film like a thread, and 
it is a captivating tune. I walked home 
whistling it, and the next day, when I 
began to whistle it again, I found that it 
had gone. If it had vanished altogether 
the situation would not have been so bad, 
but the ghost dogged me without mercy. 
It was so simple a tune, and yet it kept 
so irritatingly out of reach. A bar or two 
would come into my head, but the thing 
as a whole was always just round the 
corner, vanishing as one approached it. 
In the end I went to a music shop and 
demanded a gramophone record of it, but: 
there were not even records of any of 
Lanner’s music, let alone the waltz, and 
it continued to elude me until I saw the 
film again yesterday.

LECTURE AT ACADEMY OF. 
CHRISTIAN ART 


In a lecture which was given yesterday 
in the Academy of Christian Art, Count

E withdrawal of the Representation 

of Natives Bill, in order to introduce 
a new bill embodying the compromise pro- 
posals, was announced by General Hertzog 
to-day at the joint sitting of the two 
Houses of Parliament. This move has 
been made despite the rejection by the 
natives of the compromise plan. 

The original bill provided for the aboli- 
tion of the native franchise in Cape 
Province and the creation of a Native 
Representative Council elected from four 
great divisions in the Union. By the 
compromise proposal the Cape Province 
would be divided into three native elec- 
toral divisions, each returning a European 
member to Parliament, 

In the course of a letter to the Press on 
the subject to-day, Sir Abe Bailey 
declares :— 

“In General Hertzog’s plan we have the 
first instalment of a policy to meet the 
immediate pressing need of stemming the 
tide of native domination. . . I wish to 
congratulate General Hertzog on intro- 
ducing the bill with its defensive and pro- 
tectivo national policy. It displays 
sonsible and vigorous leadership, and its 
strength and simplicity have the stamp of 
genius, 


SELF-PRESERVATION 


“ South Africa never suffers from deep, 
uncontrolled sleep. We South Africans, 
Dutch and English, must realise that tho 
more we are together the safer we will be. 
South Africa is now keenly conscious of 
her nationhood, and we have the definite 
business of our own self-preservation. 

“ Do not let us shipwreck our existance, 
nor let us even allow the possibility of 
native domination in South Africa in the 
future.

HOUSE ENTEHED AND MAN

immediately proceeded to the scene by “ar, 
and three men were later taken into custody 
in connection with the affair. 
Devlin was subsequently examined by Dr. 
S, Garvin, Coalisland, whe found that he wes 
suffering from a fractored collar-bone and. 
other injuries He was removed to Dun- 
gannon Hospital and detained. . 

Later a Special Court was held in Stewarts- 
town, before Mr. Charles Logan, M.D., when 
Francis Canavan, Aughrimderg, and James 
Morgan, Magherlongfield, were charged in 
custody with breaking and entering Devlin’s 
house, and remanded on bail.

IFTY years ago vesterday the firm of 

Messrs. Eason and Son was founded, 

and in order to celebrate the SOth 
anniversary the directors invited the staff 
and their friends to an entertainment in 
the Metropole Ballroom last night. . 

A company of eight hundred a sg 
thronged the building. They inclur ed 
representatives of all sections of the news- 
paper and kindred trades. i 

he history of the firm is one of service 
and continued prosperity. 

At the reception Mr. Charles Eason, the 
chairman of the board of directors, told 
those present of its progress. He began by 
saying that the firm completed its hfe of 
fifty years this spring, and the object of 
the entertainment at the end of fifty years 
was to show that they recognised that the 
success of the business was due to the work 
of the staff of all departments. They had 
had their trials, and had passed through 
serious difficulties, but all had been sur- 
mounted by the hearty co-operation of the 
whole staff. 

In 1856, when Charles Eason (senior) came 
to Dublin, there were three Dublin dailies, 
viz: Freeman’s Journal, Daily Express, 
Saunders’ Newsletter. The Irish Times was 
started in 1859 by Major Knox. The Weekly 
Irish Times and Weekly Freeman had large 
sales, and ry were also Irish weekly 
apers— Weekly News (later /rish iy ge s 
pen Ireland and Nation—owned by A. M. 
Sullivan and T. D. Sullivan, with a distribu- 
tion through the firm of 7,000 or 8,000 per 
week, and another group—/rishman, Flag, 
and Shamrock—with a smaller circulation. 
The total sales of Irish publications through 
the firm always exceeded that of English 
papers. Among English weeklies the Weetly 
Budget held a foremost place, at one time 
reaching over 10,000 a week, 


GREAT CHANGES 


Great changes had taken place in the 
ar ana world. In the ’90’s came the 
1alfpenny ‘dailies and the introduction of 


pictures into daily papers, followed by the 
printing of dailies in Manchester and their 
arrival in Dublin in time for despatch by the 
mail trains in the morning. 

In the last few years they had had to face 
the imposition of duties, which had _ sub- 
gc & reduced the quantities of publica- 
tions imported from England. 

Dealing with the origin of the firm, Mr. 

Eason said that W. H. Smith was the son 
of another W. H. Smith, who had been en- 
gaged in the news business in London from 
the beginning of the 19th- century, The 
firm’s Mr. Smith became a partner in 1846. 
This was the time when railways were spread- 
ing rapidly over England, and the first con- 
tract for bookstalls was made with the 
L. and N.W. Railway in 1848. Two years 
later his (speaker's) father was appointed 
clerk in charge of the bookstall at Victoria 
Station, Manchester, and six years later Mr. 
Smith put him in charge of the Insh_ busi- 
ness. ‘The staff of W. H. Smith in that year 
—1856—numbered 550 (in 1942 it was over 
15,000). 
“The selection of my father shows that 
Mr. Smith was a good judge of character. 
I think we can find one reason for his selec- 
tion. The following 1s a note in my father's 
hand-writing :—‘I thought a good deal upon 
the question of censorship by booksellers im 
the course of their trade, I left London to 
take charge of a large railway bookstand at 
the Victoria Station, Manchester. Here the 
question was forced upon me in the case of 
several, books which I found. distinctly 
pernicious and immoral in their tendency, 
and, on appealing to the firm upon the matter, 
some were withdrawn and others were not 
again exposed for sale; but on inquiry the 
public were warned of the character of the 
works and, if persistently asked for, they 
were procured for them in most instances.’ 

“TH is at least an interesting coincidence 
that a writer in 7he Times of 9th August, 
1851,says in reference to the sale of books on rail. 
ways: ‘ Religious books hardly find a pur- 
chaser in Liverpool, while at Manchester they 
are in high demand.’ It appears to me that 
Mr. Smith noted that my father had inde- 
pendent judgment and was not afraid to put 
his views before the firm. 

““In 1856 the business of W, H. Smith was 
carried on at 1 Eden quay, but at the end of 
the year it was moved by my father to the 
ground floor of the Imperial Hotel, 21 Lower 
Sackville street, and, at the same time. 90 
Lower Gloucester street was taken as stables 
for the distribution of papers by vans of the 
special Smith type—light box vans for rapid 
transit. 


RAILWAY CONTRACTS 


“In April, 1857, the first railway contract 
was made with the Great Southern Railway 
Company, and in the same vear contracts were 
made witiw the Dublin, Wicklow and Wexford 
and Dublin and Drogheda Railway Com- 
panies. The development of the business is 
indicated by the dates at which the various 
premises were opened.” 

The Belfast dépét, said Mr. Eason, was 
opened in 1868 to enable them to work the 
contract with the Northern Counties and Co. 
Down Railways, and the shop in Waring 
street was opened in 1870. Mr. James 
Stephen managed it for a few years, when he 
was transferred to the Dublin house. He was 
still living There were three of the sta‘f 
to whom he must refer—William Smith, who 
entered their service at the Curragh in 1866, 
and was transferred to the Westland Row 
Bookstall in 1876. He was still living. Then 
there was Henry Digges, who entered the 
service at the retail counter in 1866, and be- 
came head of the retail department, ineluding 
newspaper advertising and library. He re- 
tired in 1927. Mr. E. W. Hallett came in 
had rendered most valuable service as 
accountant of the business. 


TRANSFER OF BUSINESS 


A crisis came in 1886, when Mr, Smith be. 
came Chief Secretary for Ireland. The excite- 
ment in the political world was intense, and 
his (speaker's) father at once suggested to 
Mr. Smith that the business might suffer. 
Mr. Smith responded most generously,: and 
early in February’ the transfer of

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ciple. Mr, Eason suggested that a part 
ownership in the business might be retained, 
but Mr. Smith preferred to withdraw alto- 
gether from. Ireland, and, accordingly, the 
whole business was sold to his father and 
himself, trading as Charles Eason and Son. 
Mr. Smith did not require any independent 
valuation of the business ; he accepted the 
figures of the last balance sheet as the basis 
of payinent, without any addition for good- 
will, 


“IT cannot go into personal details,” said 
Mr. Eason, “but I must say that during 
the period of thirty years—1856-1886—Mr. 
Smith again and again showed kindness and 
generosity in his relations with my father. 
I must now say a few words about my father. 
He was born at Yeovil in 1823; his father 
died in 1828, and his mother apprenticed him 
to a printer in Colchester for seven years— 
1838-1844. Having completed his apprentice- 
ship, he was employed in the publishing 
house of J, F. Shaw, Paternoster row. and 
thus became known to the staff of W. H. 
Smith and Son, and was put in charge of 
the bookstall at Victoria Station, Manchester. 

“ His training as a printer was of great 
use. He started the printing of news 
wrappers in the top floor of his house, 30 
Kenilworth square, and his knowledge of 
printing led him to take up the publication 
of Catholic Prayer-books in 1867. He was 
able to go into the printing office and give 
directions to the staff as to the details of 
their work. It is sometimes supposed that 
business men do not carry their religion into 
business. That was not so with my father: 
he laid down the Golden Rule as the 
standard. One of the Dublin printers who 
did the machining of Prayer-books told me 
that on one occasion he submitted an esti- 
mate, and my father sent for him and said: 
‘I know you cannot make a profit on the 
work at such a price,’ and he at once fixed 
a higher rate for it,” 


FORMER DIRECTORS 


Mr. Eason then referred to former directors 
—his brother, William, who died in 190”, and 
Albert Brunton, wo died in 1921, He paid a 
tribute also to John Ruthven, who was the 
architect of 81 and 82 Middle Abbey street, 
and to Alexander Sinclair Coghill, who took 
charge of the stationery department in 1877.

There might be difficult times in the 
future, as there had been in the past, but 
they relied on the continued service of their 
large staff, to whom they desired to return 
their most cordial thanks. 


A FAMILY BUSINESS 


Mr. M. C. St. J. Hornby, a partner in 
the firm of Messrs. W. H. Smith and Son. 
I.td., London, said that sometimes for vears 
at a time the late Mr. Charles Eason had 
been isolated from headquarters, but the firm 
of Smith and Son had great confidence in 
him. The present head of the firm had a

Revolt in Spain 


As we write, the returns from Spain are 
atill far from complete. Yet sufficient of 
them have arrived to indicate beyond 
doubt that the prophets have been con- 
founded. A convincing. victory for the 


parties of the Right and Centre had been 


which so far have been declared it appears 
that no fewer than 250 have been won by 
the Radicals, Socialists and Communists 
who form the Left group. Roughly, these 
results represent the polling of the towns. 
where the main strength of the Left always 
has been concentrated. Seventy-three 
seats remain to be filled, almost entirely 
representing country areas, whose sym- 
pathies so far have inclined towards the 
Right; and it is not impossible that the 
final returns will show an improvement in 
the Right’s position. Nevertheless, the 
250 votes which they have obtained 
already assure the Left parties of a 
majority in the next Parliament—if a new 
Parliament is allowed to meet under the 
present Constitution. Already there is a 
sinister rumour that the Left, flown with 
its victory, is nourishing thoughts of a 
coup d’état; and the latest news reveals 
the existence of unsettlement which easily 
may provide the field for an uprising. It 
seems that the Socialists and Communists 
of the larger towns have been celebrating 
their triumph by excesses of the sort which 
marred Spain’s reputation in 1931 and 
1932. Three people were killed on 
Sunday in various districts, and yester- 
day's demonstrations in Madrid caused the 
death of one other person and injuries to 
at least fourteen.

What explains this resurgence of 
Socialism and Communism in Spain? For 
two years past every observer of Spanish

nature, were in quiet rebellion against the

If the proprietors of these premises 
arranged the “off” period themselves, 
they displayed a rare judgment of the ways 
of the night-bird. ‘Between 2 a.m. and 4 
a.m. the majority of revellers are in their 
beds, under their beds, or being put into 
their beds; and, consequently, there is 
little scope for trade.

OIL RESTRICTIONS 
UNLIKELY IN U.S. 


PRESENT NEUTRALITY LAW 
TO. CONTINUE 


From Keuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. . 
The . House of Representatives to-day 
passed a resolution extending the present 
Neutrality Act to May Ist, 1937. 

It has á clear for some little time past 
that the Government’s more far-reaching 
Neutrality Bill, which, among other things, 
empowered the President, to restrict to normal 
quantities the exports of varicus materials 
to belligerent countries, would not at present 
be passed into law. Opposition has developed 
in various quarters. The period of validity 
of the present Neutrality Law, with its much 
more limited provisions, is, therefore, ap- 
parently to be extended as the maximum at 
present attainable. ) 

The Neutrality Law it is now proposed to 
extend provides for complete neutrality 
towards both combatants in the event of war 
between two foreign Powers, and makes it un- 
lawful to export arms and ammunition or 
implements of war to either of them, Ameri- 
cans using belligerent vessels after a 
Presidential proclamation would do so at 
their own risk. This law was due to expire 
at the end of the present month.

His 
view also was that the 20 per cent. reduc- 
tion would not make great material.

The steel goods, to which the existing 20 
per cent; emergency. duty applies, include 
mechanically-propelled vehicles, weighing- 
scales and parts, weights, agricultural, 
boot-making, hosimry and printing 
machinery, excluding sewing machines. 
It also includes bedsteads and parts, push- 
bicycles and parts, nails, nuts, "rivets, 
barbed wire end steel cables. | 

Sugar, on which the existing emergency 
duty is 2s. 4d. per cwt., applies to prepara- 
tions containing sugar and sugar-sweeting, 
molasses and glucose. It also includes 
confectionery and cocoa preparations, beer, 
table-waters, cider, perry, wines and 
spirits. 

The electrical goods, on which the emer 
gency duty was 20 per cent., include 
apparatus for the generation of electricity, 
fittings and parts, including cables, but 
do not include wireless sets or parts. 


WIRELESS SETS 

When interviewed as to how the 10 per 
cent. reduction in tariff on electrical goods 
and apparatus would affect the public in 
buying wireless sets, one of the leading 
dealers in the city said he very much 
doubted if the reduction would apply. to 
sets at all, and if it did he was convineed 
that there would not be any reduction in 
price until the present stocks, on which 
tariffs have been paid, have been 
exhausted. 

As regards actual electrical apparatus, 


such as cables, switches, wires, etc., an, 
importer said that it might entail a slight 


increas2 in the quantity of British material 
used, but not a great deal. Continental 
exports would “still te so much 
cheaper. on account of the heavy 
subsidies on them, that the benefit of the 
10 per cent. decrease of tariffs on British 
materials would be almost negligible in 
the face of such competitive prices from 
outside. The duty would need to have 
been reduced to a far greater extent to 
have been of any real benefit in improving 
the British imports. 

One benefit to Irish dealers, he admitted, 
would be the fact that the duties, which 
are paid in “hard cash ” to the Customs 
authorities, and perhaps not recovered in 
profits for twelve months afterwards, 
would at least be reduced by 10 per cent., 
and the dealers’ working capital would 
increase accordingly.

That pact was, in effect, an arrangement 
by the Irish Government with the British

The annuities were sent over to the British 
on the horns of the cattle—an expensive 
and wasteful method of payment. The 
new arrangement may well be called a 
plan ‘to make further and better pro- 
vision for the payment of the annuities, 
and to remove doubts as to the willingness 
of our Government to facilitate the British 
in the collection.’ The arrangement eases 
the burden on our Exchequer by reducing 
the bounties, and provides larger exports 
of cattle and bacon upon which the British 
will collect more penal tariffs.

AS to tlie Abyssinian semi- 
official interpretation of the Italian 
claim to a great victory in the battle south 
of Makale, what happened was that the 
beleaguered garrison of Makale, realising 
that their communications with the north 
were cut off, made a sortie to the south. . 
This move was preceded by intense 
artillery bombardment by light and heavy 
guns stationed on the outskirts of Makale. 

It is believed that the Italians succeeded 
in inflicting heavy losses on the Abyssinian 
troops. who—according to competent 
observers—massed in too great force to the 
south and south-west of Makale. 

It is also thought possiblé that Italian 
flying columns have reached Antalo, which 
is less than twenty miles from Makale. 
But Marshal Badoglio’s claim that the 
Tembien district is lost to Abyssinia 
following on this attack is regarded ‘as 
ridiculous. = 


NEXT ADVANCE 


If the Italians remain at Antalo they 
should be able to advance on Buia. six 
miles, suuth towards Amba Alagi, which 
commands a road to Addis Ababa. It is 
held here, however, that their advance is 
bound to be held up long before Amba 
Alagi—in fact, at a point midway between 
the two high peaks of Fingalet and 
Garagiam, where a mountain ridge blocks 
the way. i 

It is further denied here that the 
Italians have succeeded in driving a wedge 
between the armies of Ras Mulugueta and 
Ras Seyoum. The Abyssinian High Com- 
mand, it is added, was well aware that 
this attack was contemplated, and that 
they were ready for it.

HE New Deal won a major victory in 
the Tennessee Valley Authority case 
in the Supreme Court to-day, when the 
Bench affirmed by eight votes to one the 
Government’s right to dispose of the 
surplus. power manulactured at the Wilson 
dam, situated at the Muscles Shoals, on 
the Tennessee River. 

The decision confirms President Roose- 
velt in the use of the “ Yardstick ’’— 
that is, the Government manufacture and 
distribution of electric power in order to 
discover whether private companies over- 
charge the consumer. 

Federal disposition of power, the 
justices held, was a question for Congress 
to answer, not the Courts. The Court 
upheld the right of the Government to 
dispose of all surplus power made,at dams 
intended to promote navigation or assist 
national defence. ; 


BEGAN DURING WAR 


The consfruction of the Wilson dam was 
begun in 1917 for the purpose of produc- 
ing power for the manufacture of nitrates 
for munitions. 

Announcing the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion, Chief Justice Hughes said that the 
general purposes of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority did not present a ‘‘ justiciable 
question.’’ The only issue involved in the 
present case, he added, was the validity of 
the contract for the sale of power lines by 
the Alabama Power Company to the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 

He held that the construction of the 
Wilson dam, which was not a Tennessee 
Valley Authority dam, but was constructed 
during the war, was a iegitimate use of the 
Federal power of national defence. The 
surplus power from this dam, declared Mr. 
Hughes, could be sold. 

In casting the one dissenting vote Mr. 
Justice McReynolds expressed fears for 
private property rights. 

The Supreme Court’s ruling does not 
determine the constitutionality of other 
aspects—such as re-afforestation, land re- 
clamation, soil conservation and the crea- 
tion of model towns and villages—of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. These ex- 
periments in President: Roosevelt’s 
‘“human Jaboratory ” in the Tennessee 
Valley have not been challenged in tha 
courts. 


BACKWARD AREA 


The Tennessee Valley Authority is a 
Governinent organisation seeking to bring 
new life into a poverty-stricken and back- 
ward area. It generates electric power, 
which is sold cheaply for industrial and 
domestic purposes in the area, and it en- 
deavours to improve the agriculture prac- 
tised there, and, in general, to raise the 
standard of life of the inhabitants.

EXAMINATIONS 


The Very Rey. J. J. McCarthy, C.8.Sp., 
President of Rockwell College, responding, 
said that the hé year had been one on 

uld look back with joy -and 
satisfaction. The College once again held its 
leading place among the colleges at the 
public examinations, but because, thanks to 
the generous co-operation. between masters 
and students, they had evidence of a magni- 
ficent. Catholic school spirit, such as any 
school might feel proud of. There was evi- 
dently the idea. abroad that colleges worked 
solely for examinations. and that, apart from 
that, the students’ interest ‘was entirely 
secondary. and hence that cramming and a 
sort of slave-driving was the order of the 
day; but that was not so.

“As to the suggestion that: there is 
cramming,” he continued, “I. must say I 
consider it a most unwarranted criticism. 
That we have programmes that are long— 
twice too long, and clamouring for curtail- 
ment—I readily agree; but cramming—no. 
The present education system does not lead 
to cramming’’ He had yet to see the 
ordinary solid worker at school who, through 
work, became a physical wreck. He had, 
however, heard of, and met. with, boys who, 
through laziness and a lack of such a spirit, 
belles to become moral wrecks. 


THE IRISH LANGUAGE 


Referring to the question of the Irish 
language in. the schools, Father McCarthy 
ry. fs ‘*'There can, I hold, be no true abiding 
spirit of nationality without the ational 
language. It is the natural medium of the 
nation’s culture. The scnools alone cannot 
save it, but clearly their réle is enormously 
great, and will be doubly so if seconded 
generously by the national spirit of the 


| parents.” 


To the question: Is the teaching through 
Irish retarding progress, from the little ex- 

erience gained so far in the secondary col- 
exe I would honestly say ' no” for the 
brighter and good average students, and 
honestly say ‘‘yes’’ for the weaker boys, 
“Yet let me hasten to add,’ he continued, 
“that whatever modifications may be desir- 
able, I do not think that slight retarding of 
sufficient importance or of much detriment to 
education in general as to warrant the drop- 
ping of the langu@ge as a medium of instruc- 
tion in the schools. It is one of those less 
desirable consequences which, like conscrip- 
tion in many countries, people muat be ready 
to face in a great national struzggle.’’ 

While some modifications were desirable in 
the educational system, he added, among 
which he would include a greater considera- 
tion for the classics, which a more material- 
istic spirit would relegate to second place, 
the system was the mass of deficiencies. and 
incongruities it was supposed to be.

There is likely to be a hectic debate, but

‘he electoral blood-pressure continues to 
be high, and marked changes in the country’s 
economic, financial and ‘diplomatic. policies 
are being forecast.

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes :—Supplementary estimates now 
issued show that expenditure on the Navy, 
Army and Air Force during the current 
financial year, not included in the original 
Budget estimates, will amount to nearly 
eight million pounds.

CEMENT IMPORTS _ 


PRICES WILL BE LOWER’ 


“Tt really is a step in the right direc- 
tion,” said Mr. Ww. T. Chadwick, of 
Messrs,. Chadwicks (Dublin), Ltd., Véctis 
cement merchaúts, with whom an Irish 
Times reporter’yesterday evéning discussed, 
the effect on the cement trade of the 
arrangement through which one-third of 
the requirements of this country will be 
imported at a 10 per cent, reduction in 
the duty. ; 

Mr. Chadwick, who has been dealing 
chiefly with British cement, said that his 
recollection was that about 270,000 tons of 
cement are imported into the Free State 
every year. Of this amount about 10 per 
cent., or perhaps about 30,000 tons, is 
British material. Under the new arrange- 
ment the quantity of British cement 
allowed into the country will be 90,000 
tons. , 

Up to now there has been an ad valorem 


duty amounting to about 4s. 6d. a ton. . 


In addition, about six months ago a licence 
duty of 5s. a ton Was imposed on all 
cement, so that wlrile the Continental: pro- 
duct was imported at an extra charge ol 
5s., the British cement had to bear almost 
double that sum. The effect of the 
arrangement now will be that British 
cement will be 2s. 6d. a ton cheaper, while 
a larger quantity .will be imported. 

What effect will this have on the salc 
of British cement here? Mr. Chadwick 
was asked. 

He replied that the British cement com- 
panies claimed that they actually have 
been paying the cost of the duty, and that 
their cement was sold at a lower price in 
the Irish Free State than in London. . 


A DUMPING GROUND 


“ The Irish Free State, you see, has been 
made the dumping-ground of Continental 
cement. The fact is that the Belgians sell 
cement cheaper here than in Belgium, The 
same applies to the Danes. Before the 
imposition of the penal duties about 85 per 
cent. of the cemnet used here was British. 
I thought that there would be at least fifty 
per cent. British cement allowed in, and I 
think this is only a half-hearted effort to 
meet the cement situation. The difference 
is so small that when one takes into con- 
sideration the whole of the Free State the 
effect will not be very great. As far as 
my trade in British cement. is concerned, 
it will give me a little pull-up—nothing 
more.” á 

Asked how it would affect the position 
created by the Government’s proposals to 
encourage the erection of cement factories 
here, Mr. Chadwick said that the arrange- 
ment applied only to the present ‘year, 
and the firm which proposed to manu- 
facture here would not be in production 
for the next two years. 


PAYING THE DIFFERENCE 
Mr. H. M. Dockrell, T.D., of Messrs. 


Dockrell, Ltd., builders’ merchants, said 
that the sale of British cement had sunk 
to 10 per cent. of the total requirements 
or thereabouts. Now it was to be increased 
to 354 per cent. At whose expense? - 

““ You would need to take off the whole 
of the 5s. penal duty. The sales will be 
booked up to 334 per cent., and who is 
going to make up the difference? ”’ 


IMPROVING RELATIONS 

Mr. John O'Neill, Chairman of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, when asked 
for his opizton .on the new agreement 
between Britain and the Free State, said: 
“From what I can see, it is to our advan- 
tage. It means that we are going to get 
an increase in our quota for cattle. I 
think that we are proceeding towards a 
genuine settlement, even if we get there 
by degrees.

THE VERY REV. T. A. SMYTH 

The death of the Very Rev. T, A. Smyth, 
M.A. LL.B,, D.D., an ex-Moderator of the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland, took place 
esterday afternoon in a Belfast nursing 
ont following an operation, He was 
Minister of the Great Victoria street Presby- 
terian Church, Belfast, for nearly forty 
years. Born at Moneymore, County Tyrone, 
in 1868, Dr. Smyth received his early educa- 
tion at Dungannon Royal School, and later 
at Magee College, Derry, and Assembly's 
College, Belfast, and he was a graduate of 
Dublin University. He was licensed by the 
Presbytery of Duugannon in June, 1891, and

NEW YORK, Monday, 

With Stock Exchange operators now rather 
accustomed to Supreme Court decisions 
against the Government a rush of buying 
swept the market early in the session “' prior 
to the announcement of the Court’s ruling 
on the Tennessee Valley: project,” and blocks 
of one to ten thousand shares changed hands, 


|The Supreme Court judgment on the Wilson 


Dam came as a blow to Wall street. The 
early buyers dumped their stocks right and 


| left and the market clumped all round, but ' 


the list ended about the day’s low levels and 
the final losses were confined to about 2 
dollars, The turnover at 4,720,000 dollars 
was the highest for two years. Farm Imple- 
ment shares remained strong, while Raiis, 
Industrials and Coppers were bought, While 
the Supreme Court’s decision on the Tennessee 
Valley project was being read on the “‘ ticker’ 
without any indication of what the final 
ruling would be, the market was very active: 
Under the leadership of utility shares, which 
were buoyant in tone, operations continued 
active, but the market at this juncture was 
reactionary. Business continued at a high 
rate of speed after the ruling was known 
with the trend sharply downward. Utilities 
were heavily sold 4ff and the remainder of 
the list quickly moved lower in sympathy. 
The ‘‘ticker’’ was five minutes late in 
recording transactions, the turnover between 
mid-day and 1 p.m. being 1,500,000 shares. 

The close was heavy. The Motor and 
Merchandising sections finished anything to 
2 dollars down, while a long list of stocks 
lost fractions to 1 dollar. <A few issues 
ended on the higher side.
